The English-speaking universltiei of Quebec reaffirmed their decision not to take part in 
a mass march for more money. A meeting on Monday night of the General Council for l'Opération 
de Gratuité Scolaire split on this topic.

The French-speaking universi- 
ties favoured the idea of march- 
ing at the time of the next Fede- 
ral-Provincial meeting, now sche- 
duled for March 27 and 28 in 
Quebec City. They were unani- 
mously In favour of the motion, 
while the English-speaking uni- 
versities opposed it equally una- 
nimously. 

They gave several reasons for 
this negative reaction: they op- 
posed mass marches in princi- 
ple; tliey felt that there had 
been too many student demons- 
trations recently in Quebec; and 
they feared that such a movement 
would definitely not facilitate the 
give and take atmosphere which 
la essential for a Federal-Provin- 
cial meeting. 

Furthermore, they added the 
statement that, even should they 
approve the principle of the 
march, they still opposed it on the 
grounds that the proximity of 
final exams would make' It diffi- 
cult to get students to' demons- 
trate and would also reflect bad- 
ly on the judgement • of the 
leaders in calling the march at 
such a time. 

The final results emphasized 
the split in opinion. The French- 
speaking universities. Université 



de Montréal, Laval, Sherbrooke, 
the Fédération des Collèges Clas- 
siques, and Les Copains de St- 
Henri, will definitely march to 
Quebec. 

The English-speaking universi- 
ties have decided to draw up a 
petition, stating their support of 
the principle of free university 
education for all fully qualified 
students, with the grants to be 



distributed in such a way as to 
preserve the autonomy of each 
university. 

The petition will also contain 
the recommendation that the 
provincial government grant each 
university sufficient funds to 
enable them to reduce their 
fees to last year's level and to 
permit them to meet rising' costs 
without having to .raise fees.

Among the happy events, it is well t9 note an Incrnw^in^w î^rih 
duction of consumer goods as .wcU as a more substantial volume of 
exports.. An intense consumption of Canadian products and the present 
greater drifting abroad of our merchandise has already exerteil°a, happy 
Influence on the trade balance. The heavy sales of Canadian wheat to the 
countries of the East have attained a figure of such significance that, 
provision being made for. the national market, the volume of exports 
liquidates a whole year's produc 



tion. Our problem of International 
payments is somewhat alleviated, 
though the situation remains far 
from satisfactory in this domain. 

Furthermore, one wonders if the move- 
ment of our wheat,^ towards those coun- 
tries which appear to be short of cereals, 
might not have the happy effect of 
reducing political controversies. The na- 
tions of the earth need one another; it is 
logical that the necessities of common life 
should drive us from senseless quarrels to 
a tendency towards objectives of human 
solidarity. Economic requirements have 
already lessened tension in the Cold War, 
since armament expenditures in several 
countries will henceforth require a smaller 
share of taxes, in view of the. more 
pressing needs to be satisfied. 

Publie Budgats and Personal 
Budgets 

The wise orientation of penonal ex- 
penditures it itself governed by laws 
^milar to those which prnide over the 
good use of public funds. One must 
never abuse of being in debt, but it is 
logical that stale borrowings are usuaDy 
more justified tliaii; a; personal overdraft, 
because these incumbrances are paid ofT 
by successive generations, whereu in the 
case of penonal credit, it constitutes an 
acute burden on tomorrow's security. 

I observe with a certain anxiety that the 
general tendency in public opinion has 
great influence in the opposite direction, 
but sound logic nevertheless retains its 
lights. On the domestic plane more so 
than in the collective sector, unbalanced 
budgets give rise to disorder and a host 
of painful consequences. The state, at 
least, is capable of satisfying its supple- 
mentary needs from taxation at the source, 
whereas the hard-pressed individual has 
no other means of recuperation than the 
hardships of beginning at the bottom of 
the ladder, public charity or dishonesty 
itself. 

The Market Problem 

It is both on advantage and an incon- 
venience for Canada to grow alongside a 
dynamic country which offers a belter 
climate, a considerable market and supe- 
rior technical means. In the Jace of such 
competition, it is not easy foi our country 
to expand at a similar pace, and, at the 
same time, retain its own traditions and 



its own independence. The variety of our 
natural resources is a powerful trump in 
our hands, but they exist in a raw state; 
instead of acting as a stimulant to woric 
and u a challenge to enterprising spirit, 
they seem to tranquilize the indolent 
imagiiuttion of too many Canadians by 
fallaciously suggesting that there is 
nothing to do but pick the flowers of easy 
living and tubdst at the expense of the 
State. 

This mentality is already laden with 
perils when it develops before the eyes of a 
neighbour lavishly endowed with technical 
and financial means, but it is further 
aggravated by misunderstandings within 
our frontiers. A nation numerically 
feeble, runs indisputable risks in dividing 
its forces by painful incomprehensions. 
There is good reason to note that Euro- 
pean nations already united on the ethnic 
plan, deem it necessary to take an attitude 
of co-operation, and that they sacrifice a 
part of their sovereignty to create amongst 
them a kind 'of Confederation of States 
which bean tome resemblance to our own. 
If beyond the Atlantic, nations of grott 
culture are of the opinion that a market 
of 30 to 50 million inhabitants constitutes 
an entity too weak to suitably assure their 
future, docs it not seem adventuroot to 
tuggett the tplintering of a common 
market oril9jnilllion inhabitanto M the 
ultinute niâuis to rational greatness? 

Cooperation between Nations 

French, German. Belgian., Italian and 
Dutch have mutually killed mOliont of 
men, women and children on battle- 
fields which we ourselves visit with lean 
in our eyes and hearts heavy -with cruel 
memories. In spite of tragic experiences, 
the people of Europe sat at a round table, 
examined their sorrows and hopes, and 
concluded that mora in their children's 
than in thdr own interest, it would be far 
wiser to open iniitual Crontiere rather than 
to build new protective walls. Should not 
such a novel example induce Canadians of 
all languages to scrutinize their conscience 
and to fortify their own common market 
for which they have a more imperative 
need tl]fui Europe herself 7 

The religious world provides us with 
another example of remarkable scope. A 
dawn of ecumenism, full of pronUse, rises 
from baneful habits of cloistering. Chris- 
tians today feel how desirable it is to trust 
each other. The Vatican Council, so 
opportunely conceived and directed, tean 



down one barrier after another and «Hl 
eventually succeed in traiuforming the 
mentality of many peoples of the worid. 

In the punuit of the most legitimate 
national aspirations, there it room in 
Canada for a new concept of respect and 
collaboration. Because of a competitive 
economy, it is also possible for our country 
to better organize tomorrow's prosperity. 
Amongst the theories which we can put 
into practice, one should not Ignore a few 
traditional formula^ which have been' 
adequately proven through the past 
centuries and which oui^t to influence us 
with the tame vigour today. 

Ths Pries of Indapendenes 

Firat of all, the will to work. The rapidity 
with ^ch Canada has developed in the 
past decades, and the reputation that our 
country has created of being a land rich in 
natural resources, have perhaps caused 
as much harm as good. Many minds have 
not attained the desired sense of respon- 
sibility and leap imprudently to the. con- 
clusion that we live in a country where one 
can aflbrd the luxury of living in comfort 
without the intensity and quality of the 
effort which the Europeans have resorted 
to and which helped them to rise again 
from the ruins. The reduction in working 
houn as a result of mechanization, the 
important role social benefits play in the 
economic pattern and the means of diver- 
sion which modem inventions provide, 
have definitely improved the standard of 
living, but also tend to develop a weariness 



which leads to a certain collective deca- 
dence instead of the raising of Individual 
energies. 

Secondly, the will to save. A country 
like Canada, only partially developed, 
cannot convert all its resources into 
manufactured products. It must construct 
railroads, bridges and highways ami mul* 
tiply aehools, churches, hospitals, orphan* 
ages, prisons. It it equally nicerary to 
bamest the riven, create electric power, 
produce heavy machinery and tools to 
expediently exploit the forest and to draw 
from the depths of the earth the primary 
products which will feed our factories. 
Who will provide the necessary funds for 
these primary industries, if each citizen 
does not, set aside from the fruits of hit 
labour a small portion required for the 
normal development of the country? If 
we do not have a clear vidon of . this 
national duty, if to achieve this end we do 
not develop in our citizens a sufficient 
maturity of spirit, otir blindness will 
fatally drag us down the slope of medio* 
crity and slavery, because others will 
tackle the problem before our eyes and 
settle it to their profit. Unfortunately, not 
only do many Canadians decline to take any 
part in this immense community effort, 
but by their lack of foresight they plunge 
themselves into personal difficulties by 
mortgaging the future of their families. 
The most recent statistics reveal that 
never before has consunKr credit been 
used so intensively. Evidently, it is not 
credit wc must condemn, but the cxtenl« 
the motive and the conditions of its use.

A front-page story in the Star yesterday 
described thé consternation in Britain over 
what was called the "brain drain": that is, 
the continual efflux of scientists and other 
scholars, primarily to the United States. 

We in Canada are of course equally 
affected by the tremendous attraction to 
emigrate which the States ' exerts on our 
finest brains. South of the border, the scien- 
tist is offered much better pay and superior 
facilities, as well as a greater range of 
excellent Institutions and challenging projects 
from which to choose. 

For us to compete against the Americans 
on a broad scale' in the race of brainpower 
Is futile. It is an indisputable, if unfortunate, 
wmmmmm m m mwmstmm 



fact that to establish a sizeable scientific 
community, of' high calibre and active in 
many fields, requires a great deal of money, 
and we simply cannot outspend the United 
States. Having resigned ourselves to this, 
however, we can then take measures to 
make the most of the resources that we have. 

The only way to do this, it would seem, 
Is to make a definite choice between the 
quality of our scientific establishments, and 
their quantity. We must either try to duplicate 
the variety and complexity of research in. the 
States, and be content with Inferior-scientists 
and inferior results. Or we must ignore many 
fields entirely (preferably the more ex- 
pensive ones), and try to create centres for 
research in specialized areas, as good as 
any In the, y orjd.. Others may do more than 
m mm é m mmémmm m 



we, but we can reasonably expect that .the 
quality of; their work will not be better. 

We believe that the correct choice is* the 
latter one — that is, pursuit of excellence 
rather than farther-ranging mediocrity. In 
the first place, this is the only way to keep 
some of our best men in the country, with 
the possibility of even attracting other good 
scientists from elsewhere. -Second, the ex- 
istence of one well-known group within on 
institution tends to lend reflected glory to 
the institution as a whole, and measurably 
increase the possibility of achieving excellence 
in other fields as well. 

McGill itself is a good example of,.this, 
not only (or even especially) in the scicmces. 
The Medical Faculty has long enjoyed thie 
highest reputation, and the entire university 
has benefitted; similarly, more recent en- 
deavours such as the Barbados project, and 
the Devejoping-Notions Institute serve to 
place McGill's name in the news in what 
are now crucial fields. 

This is a policy which, we believe, should 
be followed more intensively by McGill, by 
other universities, and by the governments 
at various levels. The maintenance of high 
standarjds In restricted fields will guarantee 
that at least some top scientists stay in 
Canada, and will also provide the nucleus 
for a larger academic community of the same 
calibre, if. and when the funds become 
available.

The position of the President 
may he likened to that of the 
President of the United States, in 
contrast to that of the Prime 
Minister in the British or Ca- 
nadian Parliament. He is elected 
separately from the representa- 
tive and legislative body, Con- 
gress, and in him is vested the 
• executive authority and adminis- 
trative power of the government, 
unlike the position of the Prime 
Minister of Canada, who is elect- 
ed by the members of bis party 
and not by the whole nation. Be- 
cause he is elected In this fashion, 
he has considerably more free- 
dom In hij executive actions and 
it Increases his administrative 
authority. • 

In this position he is able to 
choose which matters may be 
decided outside the sphere of 
the SEC by himself and his ap- 
pointed executive officers, and 
which matters are of such a na- 
ture as to be considered general 
campus policy for legislation, and 
therefore requWng the explicit 
approval of the SEC. It should 
bo noted however,' that he . re- 
mains always responsible to the 
SEC for his actions and decisions. 

Relationship with SEC 

The President of the Society, 
who is also Chairman of the SEC, 
is the one who should take the 
initiative in sponsoring general 
policies and presenting them to 
the SEC or the StudenU' Society 
for approval. He is the official 
spokesman for the SEC and is 
responsible for the administra- 
tion of its policies. As such he 
Is the only medium between the • 
Council and the students, between 
the Council and the University, 
and between the Council and the 
public. His duties in this instance 
are ambassadorial in nature. For

Background 

If we examine the back- 
ground, we discover that last 
year there was a great cry, from 
campus and Commons alike, 
tliat RCMP officers were on 
campus "insidiously spying out" 
tl)c students and professors.

Press (CUP), worked jointly to 
provide certain documentation 
on these charges. Some charges 
were substantiated but many 
students, it was suggested, did 
. not wish to come forward and 
relate their experiences with 
RCMP personnel. 

In an exclusive interview last 
March with Canadian University 
Press, fonffer RCMP Commis- 
sioner Harvison said that the 
RCMP were interested in activi- 
ties on Canadian campuses be- 



closcly the statement does not 
make clear: "general RCMP sur- 
veillance," security responsibili- 
ties," "as required" and "es- 
pionage or suliversive activities." 

CUS also -recognited this and 
sought a clarification on these 
from the Prime Minister in a 
personal letter sent to him late 
in November. To date no reply 
has been received. 

Appearing on a national TV 
program, Dave Jenkins, CUS 
president, sUted that "if no 
where else in Canada, freedom 
of speech should be permitted 
on the' university campuses. 
Professors and students are 
afraid to think and challenge 
Ideas if they feel that they are 
under constant RCMP surveil- 
lance." 

Possibly Jenkins caught 
the true reaction of most stu- 
dents to the Mountlc on cam- 
pus when he said: "I don't mind 
RCMP officers studying at uni- 
versities; it is a good idea to 
raise up the standards of the 
RCIIP.^ 



■ In. the past few years, the 
RCMP has come in for a great 
deal of criticism from those 
who claim infringements on 
personal freedom. The Mount* 
ies, however, have had a

One'roieht 
well claim that this litUe (290 
pages) volume is the definitive 
treatise in iU field; Indeed, It al* 
most docs for the cooking of fhh 
wliflt "Walton's "Compleat Angler" 
achieves toward their capture. 

The use of the word "fish" is 
perhaps a bit misleading, how- 
ever. One must remember that 
this book b vrritten by a French- 
woman and edited by an English- 
man, and that between them, 
these two races will eat almost 
anything. In addition to the usual 
species of undersea life that one 
is accustomed to finding on the 
dinner table, we have entire sec- 
tions devoted .to the preparation 
of turtles, snails, frogs, eel, cray- 
fish, (and crawfish — there is a 
difference), prawns, mussels, 
clams, crabs, scallops, lamprey

Farley Mowott's Never Cry 
Wolf is a funny book, and an 
important one. It starts off in 
Granny's toilet, where the little 
Farley had put some catfish, and 
leads us on and up to the Arctic 
wastes where Farley checlcs up 
on the wolf situation. The book is 
full of insane Mowatt anecdotes 
of his approach to the problem 
of observing wolves, to find out 
whether, they are viciously 
slaughtering caribou. As usual, 
man turns out to be the villain. 
It Is the trappers who kill thou- 
sands of caribou for their dogs 
and the. gentle wolves cat mice 
all winter, and hunt only the sick 
>and decrepit caribou, thereby 
aiding the process of natural se- 
lection. This Is the' message of 
the book. What makes it comical 
is the absurd length to which 
Farley Mowalt goes to study the 
question "scientifically". He eats 
creamed mice for a while, runs 
after the pack in only his higti 
boots, even procures a girl-friend 
for a lonely bachelor wolf. 

Spiritually a Romulus (or Re- 
mus), Farley Mowatt has present- 
ed his . case for the venerable 
character of wolves movingly. 
Intellectually and emotionally I 
am quite prepared to accept his 
thesis that the wolves are great. 
Except for one small question . . . 
what happens in a lean year, 
when they run out of mice?

In 
addition, for the man of action, 
there.is « detailed explanation of 
how to convert a live, IBO^pound 
tortoise into turtle soup; for the 
moralist,- there is a discussion of 
the. ethics Involved in- broiling 
loùters ' alive (after presenting . 
the vlewpplnt.of the B5PCA, the 
author,- as a loyal gouiinèt, ad- 
vocates' the live method as pnn 
dudng the better result).t 



Then too, for the lover of fine 
painting, tiicre is a scries of il- 
lustrations depicting the various 
specimens before they fall victim 
to the culinary art; and -for the 
followers of le grand monde, two 
reproductions of menus from 
functions at which Prunier crea- 
tions were served,, iand a note 
written .in the hand of the im- 
mortal Escofficr himself. Finally, 
for the average Ignorant, uni* 
•Ihigual. Canadian, there are thou- 
sands of di|hes, in ■ French, the 
knowledge of whldi will impress 
even the most phlegmatic Maî- 
tre D'. 

How to summarise a work 
which, within the narrow limits 
of cooking, fish manages to pre- 
sent such a varied and valuable 
' range of information ? Perhaps, 
merely to urge you, gentle reader, 
to develop your gastronomic 
sense, (which embodies at least 
four of the other five) by making 
a small Investment in this extra- 
ordinary volume. If you have been 
■eating more fhih.. and enjoying 
it less, your palate will be ctcr-- 
nally grateful.

Referees — do they live or die ? 



In recent weeks, there hat been much 
criticism of hockey referees on all ' levels of 
the sport. Just last week, we heard of the 
iorrowful reports of prejudiced Olympic re- 
ferees; Red Storey was recently reported as 
stating that NHL referees are instructed before 
a game to ref it in a certain manner; and on 
Monday, Clarence Campbell had to bock up 
the honesty and fair officiating of his staff. 

Also noted is much criticism of college 
referees by our university hockey reporters. 
Two weeks ago the Daily ran a hockey edit- 
orial criticizing, in part, the refereeing of a 
Waterloo-Redmen game z "These types (ref- 
erees in smaller towns) arc unable to handle 
Intercollegiate level gomes and as a result, 
their games usually turn into near riots . . . 
If action Is not taken soon, someone could bo 
severely maimed for life or even killed." 
■ . Last,week, the Scribe attacked intramural 
referees' at McGill, again on the grounds' that 
someone might be injured . , , "Wo are truly 
lucky that no one got hurt in this jungle 
'hockey game'." 

"Officiating horre.ndous," read a headline 
In the Dalhousie Gazette, referring to a recent. 



hockey game between Dalhousie and Acadia 
Universités I "The officiating in the game left 
much to be desired . . . the linesmen weren't 
on top of the play at all . . . it. (another bad 
coll) Is indicative of the poor auollty of of- ' 
ficlating to which all teams in the Intercolle- 
giate League are being subjected."
